LONDON, Sept. 14.—The official Press Bureau issued the fol- 
lowing statement this afternoon: 

*‘The following report is complied from information from the 
headquarters of Field Marshal Sir John French, Commander in 
Chief of the British expeditionary forces on the Continent, under 
date of Sept. 11: 

‘‘A summary of the operations of the British army in France 
was issued by the War Office on the 6th instant and an account 
from the buréau on Saturday night, the 12th instant. 

‘Today it is possible to give more complete reports of ‘the | 
movement of the British force and of the French srmies in im- 
mediate touch with it. This account is complied from data re- 
ceived from the front and carries the operations from the 4th to 
the 10th of September, both days inclusive. 


“*It will be remembered that the general position of our troops on 
Sunday, Sept. 6, was stated to be south of the River Marne, with the 
French forces in line on our right and left. 

**Practically, there had been no change since Saturday, Sept. 5, which 
marked the end of our army’s long rétirement from the Belgian frontier, 
through Northern France. 


Germans Tried to “‘Create a Sedan.” 

“On Friday, Sept. 4, it became apparent that there was an alteration 
in the advance of almost the whole of the first German army. That army 
wince the battle near Mons on the twenty-third of August had been play- 
ing its part in a colossal strategic endeavor to create a Sedan for the 
allies by outfianking and enveloping the left of their whole line so as 
to encircle and drive both the British and French to the south. 

“There was now a change in its objective and {tt was observed that 
the German forces opposite the British were beginning to move in a 
southeasterly direct!on instead of continuing southwest on to the capital, 
leaving a strong rear guard along the line of the River Ourcq (which 
flows south of and joins the Marne at Lizy-Sur-Ourcq) to keep off the 
French sixth army which by then had been formed and was to the 
northwest of Paris. Ther were evidently executing what amounted to 
a flank miarch diagonally across our front. 

Attempt to Envelop French Flank. s 

‘‘Prepared to ignore the British as being driven out of the ; fight, they 
were initiating an effort to attack the left flank of the main French 
army which stretcbed in a long curved line from our right towards the east, 
and so to'carry out against it alone an envelopment which s ofar had failed 
against the combined forces of the allies. 

‘‘On Saturday, Sept. 5, this movement on the part of the Germans 
was continued and large advance parties crossed the Marne southward at 
Trilport, Sammeron, La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre and Chateau Theirry. There was 
considerable fighting with the French Fifth army on the French left, which 
fell back from its position south of the Marne, towards the Seine. 

‘*On Sunday large hostile forces crossed the Marne and pushed on 
through Coulommiers and past the British right, farther to the east. They 
were attacked at night by the French Fifth army, which captured three 
villages at the point of the bayonet. 

‘‘On Monday, Sept. 7, there was a general advance on the part of the 
allies. In this quarter of the field our forces, which had now been reinforced. 
pushed on in a northeasterly direction, in co-operation with the advance of 


the French Fifth army to the north and of the French Sixth army to the 


eastward, against the German rear guard along the River Oureaq. 


German Retirement Begins. 

‘*Possibly weakened by the detachment of troups to the Eastern theater 
of operations, and realizing that the action of the French Sixth Army against 
the line of Ourcq and the advance of the British placed their own flanking 
movement in considerable danger of being taken in the rear and on its 
fiank, the Germans on this day commented to retire toward the northeas.t 

‘*This was the first sign that these troops had turned back since their 
attack at Mons a fortnight before, and from reports received the order to 
tetreat when so close te Pacis was 2 bitter disappointment. From letters 
found on dead soldiers, “ese is no doubt there was a genera) impression 
tmong the enemy’s troops that they were about to enter Paris. 

‘‘On Tuesday, Sept. 8, the German movement northeastward was con- 
finned. Their rear guards on the south of the Marne were being pressed 
back to that river by our troops and by the French on our right, the latter 
eapturing three villages after a hand-to-hand fight, and the infliction of 
pevere loss on the enemy. 

‘*The fighting along the Ourcq continued on this day, and was of the

whole world would today be discussing 
the remarkable parallel between the 
conditions of 1914 and 1815. 

For the more one examines the recent 
campaign, still unfinished, the more 
completely the Waterloo struggle comes 
to mind. To begin with, the pfoblem 
of Napoleon in June, 1815, was precisely 
the problem of the Kaiser in August, 
1914. 

In Napoleon's immediate path in Bel- 
gium, one considerable army, Belgian, 
Prussian, Dutch and English, was on 
foot, ready for battle. Far off in the 
East, Austrian, Russian, Swedish armies 
were gathering. 

In June he could hurl against the al- 
lied army in Belgium a force superior 
in numbers in all that goes to make 
up a successful army. But in July or 
August, when the Russian and Austrian 
armies came up, he would be _ out- 
numbered, forced back upon France to 
fight one more such defensive cam- 
paign as, in 1814, had. after a magnifi- 
cent struggle, led to complete disaster. 

Marne a2 Waterloo. 

Napoleon tackled his problem in pre- 
cisely the fashion which the Kaiser's 
General Staff subsequently adopted. He 
launched his whole military force at the 
allied armies in Belgium, as the Ger- 
mans last month did at France The 
supreme test for Napoleon was at Wa- 
terloo: for the Germans, at the battle 
of the ‘Marne. In both cases the des- 
perate game, the staking of all on a 
single throw. failed. In Napoleon’: 
Case the failure was a rout, the utter 
destruction of his army. In the German 
case it has been a repulse, followed by 
a rapid retreat of nearly 100 miles. 

Yet if the Germans have saved their 
army, as now seems possible, this should 
not blind the observer to the extent of 
the djsaster. The very importance they 
attached to their terrific, desperate drive 
at France demonstrated this. To get 
at France promptly they violated the 
neutrality of Belgium. Not even the 
certainty that this ster would bring the 
British in against them could weigh 
against the imperious necessity of 
crushing France before Russia got up. 

Six weeks from the declaration of war 
Was the extreme time German military 
@uthorities believed they would have 
in which to crush France, 
Cnrush of the Russians in the 
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would demand the recall of German 
troops from France, the depletion of the 
invading army to a point where, it 
France were nor crushed, the .weight of 
Anglo-French numbers would throw it 
back upon the defensive. 

And so, for six weeks, nearly the whole 
German army has been driven forward 
with a speed and a carelessness of life 
unparalleled in the history of Western 
warfare. In two weeks the masses of 
Von Kluck were driven from Brussels 
tu the Seine south apd east of Paris, 
more than 150 miles. Battles which in 
cther wars would seem great were 
fought on many fields. In that mass 
formation which. at the cost of thou- 
sands of lives, by the sheer weight of 
rumbers broke down all opposition, the 
German hosts rushed on. 

But now the six weeks of grace that 
were allot‘ecd to the Germans have 
passed. Forty-five days aftcr the decla- 
ration of war in 1570 Napoleon IIT sur- 
rendered at Sedan. Today, not perhaps 
demoralized, but unmistakably exhaust- 
ed, leaving behind them their wounded, 
the litter of all trat arinies abando. 
vnly in precipitate retreat, all the Ger- 
man armies are :1 retreat, and Paris, 
from which one week ago the troops 
were only 17 miles distant at Lagny-- 
less than five from the vuter ring of 
forts—is 100 miles away from the Ger- 
mans, still. retreating. 

Russie “at the Gate.” 

Meantime Russia nas come up. in 
this six weeks she has also had she has 
crushed the military power of Austria- 
Hungary. Her victorious armies, now 
beating down the last desperate resist- 
ance of the Austrians in Galicia, will 
tomorrow be on the road toward SBer- 
lin, with only German troops to reckon 
with in their pathway. From the west, 
then. from tne arnves which nave al- 
ready proved inadequate to the task of 
crushing the Anglo-French power, more 
troops must be taken, if Russia is to be 
held back. 

As for the French, after # years they 
have known the intoxication of victory. 
They have beaten and are pursuing the 
Germans. The nightmare of Sedan, 
which has hung over them for 44 vears. 
has been banished. As the legendary 
glory of the army. of Frederick the 
Great perished at Tena, that of Von 
Moltke’s was blasted*at the Marne. One 
was a rout, the other a defeat, but mere 
defeat was destfictive of the reputa- 
tion the Prussian soldier has possessed 
for half a century. 

Today a million and half victorious 
French soldiers, supported by the British 
expeditionery force, are clearing France 
of Germans.

French Retake Many Towns in Lorraine— Heavy

Many more prisoners were taken. 

‘It is reportéd from the French headquartérs that the Ger. 
man Crown Prince’s army had been driven back, and that he has 
moved his headquarters from Ste. Menehould to Montfaucon.’’ 


Note—Montfaucon is about 15 miles north of Ste. Menebould on the River 
Alre, a tributary of the Aisne. This move would put both rivers between the 
Frince and his pursuers.

PARIS, Sept. 14, 3:15 p. m.—It was officialy announced this 
afternoon that the Germans are retiring everywhere. They are 
abandoning all the positions which they erected to cover a pos- 
sible retreat. 

The text of official statement is: 

‘‘First—On our left wing the enemy had prepared, to the north 
cf the Aisne, between Compeigne and Soissons, a line of defense 
which it was forced to abandon. Some detachments which it had 
held at Amiens now have retired upon Perrone and St. Queuntin.’’ 

‘‘Second—On the center, the Germans had taken up a defen- 
sive position behind Reims, but were unable to hold it. In the Ar- 
gonne region, they turned back toward the north beyond the Forest 
of Belnoue and beyond Triancourt. 

‘‘On the right wing, the retreating movement of the Germans 
is general from Nancy to the Vosges. Yesterday evening French 
territory in this vicinity had been completely evacuated.’’ 

In the opinion of the best military observers here, the German 
ermy under command of Crown Prince Frederick William is in a 
critical position. | 

The French have driven the Germans from their positions north 
of Reins and threaten his line of retreat to the west of the Argonne 
region, and it is felt that he is liable to be surrounded and forced 
to capitulate. This would result in breaking the German host in 
two. The alternative before the Crown Prince would be to try to 
force his way through South of Verdun, a desperate expedient in 
view of the imposing array of forts at this point.

The heavy rains of Saturday and Sunday are not likely to facilitate 
the movement of the famous 420 millimeter (16 inch) mortars that 
were to reduce Paris and which require 40 horses to draw them. 

The German left and center will, say well-informed ex- 
perts, stand along the lime extending from Peronne, through St 
Quentin and La Fere to Mezieres. 

The armies of Gen. von Hausen and the Prince of Wuerttem- 
berg which constituted the center, seem to be headed toward

FOUR NATIONS TO SIGN 
U. S. PEACE TREATIES 


Great Britain, France, Spain and 
China Agree to Pacts to 


_Avert War. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Peace trea- 
ties between the United States and 
[Great Britain, France, Spain and China 
—four countries whose combined - popu- 
lation is more than two-thirds of the 
total of the earth—will be signed here 
at 1 p. m. tomorrow. 

The British, French and Spanish Am- 
bassadors and the Chinese Minister ar- 
ranged with Secretary Bryan today to 
attach their signatures to the four pacts 
similar in principle to the 19 treaties 
already ratified by the Senate. The 
Washington Government attaches the 

ighest importance to the signing of the 
new treaties because it believes the 
peace of the United States wiil be made 
secure with 948,000,000 people. 

The pacts provide that all disputes 
shall be submitted to a permanent com- 
mission of investigation during a period 
of one year. One of the effects of the 
signing of the treaties will be that the 
United States will be safeguarded 
egainst being suddenly drawn into war 
with any of these countries over any 
question arising out of the present 
European conflict.

‘It is stated on unimpeachable authority also that the inhabitants have 
been much ill-treated. 

On the 10th 
of September part of our Second Army corps advanced into the North, found 
itself marching parallel with another infantry force at some little distance 
away. At first it was thought this was another British unit. After some 
time, however, it was discovered that it was a body of Germans retreating. 
‘*Measures were promptly taken to head off the enemy, who were sur- 
rounded and trapped in a sunken road, where over 400 men surrendered. 


Commander Congratulates Foe. 

‘*On Sept. 10 a small party under a noncommissioned officer was cut 
off and surrounded, After a desperate resistance, it was decided to go on 
fighting to the end. Finally the noncommissioned officer and one man only 
were left, both of them being wounded. 

‘The Germans came up and shouted to them: ‘Lay down your arms.’ 
The German commander, however, signaled to them to keep their arms, and 
then asked permission to shake hands with the wounded noncommissioned of- 
ficer, who was carried off on his stretcher with his rifle by his side. 

‘‘The arrival of reinforcements and the continued advance have de- 
lighted our troops, who are full of zeal and anxious to press on. 

‘*One of the features of the campaign on our side has been the success 
btained by the Royal Flying Corps. In regard to the collection of informa- 
tion, it is impossible either to award too much praise to our aviators for the 
way they have carried out their duties or tg overestimate the value of the 
intelligence collected, more especially during the recent advance. 

‘*In due course certain examples of what has been effected may be 
specified and the far-reaching nature of the results fully explained, but that 
time has not arrived.

VATICAN OPPOSES 
TURKEY’S ACTION 


LONDON, Sept. 14—The Chronicle's 
correspondent at Rome sends the follow-~ 
ing dispatch: 

“The Ottoman decree abolishing the 
privileges of the capitulations for for- 
eign subjects in Turkey causes the 
greatest concern at the Vatican since it 
not only sweeps away the famous 
French protectorate over Christian af- 
fairs in the Orient, but also utterly de- 
stroys the liberty of public worship and 
the rights of semi-religious institutions, 
such as schools and hospitals, which 
Christianity has enjoyed through 
the Ottoman Empire since the age of 
the Crusaders. Hitherto no ecclesiasti-

This affects all foreign schools now in 
Turkey, notably American, French and 
Italian. 

At the same time, although no action 
will yet be taken, it seems not unlikely 
that in the near future measures wiil 
be directed against, religious organiza- 
tions and bodies now enjoying what the 
Turks regard as exceptional treatment 
of a preferential nature. 

Hitherto the Powers have not permit- 
ted an increase in the Turkish customs 
‘nless by consent above a scale on file. 
This scale until recently was 8 per cent, 
then it was increased to 11 per cent, and 
when war broke out negotiations were 
under discussion to raise this by mutual 
arrangement to 14 per cent.

| Also Indorsed by Central 
Trades Body. 


A municipal lighting and power plan: 
and a municipal ice plant were indorsed 
by a resolution at a meétine of the 
Central Trades and Labor Union yves- 
terday, and Mayor Kiel will be _ re- 
quested to have the projects investigated 
by the Board of Public Service. 

In a report by the Legislative Com- 
mittee it was suggested that the present 
city lighting plant, used only to light 
public“buildings, be expanded to supply 
private consumers, or that existing pri- 
vate plants be acquired by the city. 

An embargo on exports to Puropean 
markets was recommended by a spe- 
cial committee headed by Owen Miller, 
as a means of ending the war in Europe 
|The report, which was adopted, advised 
President Wilson to adopt this policy. 

The meeting protested against the spe- 
cial war tax bill now pending in Con- 
gress and urged that only such luxuries 
as tobacco, cigarettes and gasoline be 
taxed. 

The Legislative Committee was in- 
structed to investigate the proposed 
bond issue to complete the free bridge, 
which will be voted on Nov. 6 and was 
instructed to report at the next .neet- 
ing.

The Robber Turned. 

About 10 feet inside the alley the rob- 
ber stopped and turned around.

How the Nation Can Save the South. 
To the Editor ef the Post-Dispatch. 

The South now faces the gravest crisis since the 
Civil War. 

Only one power can save tt from a orushing 
loss which the whole country—and St. Louis 
especially, as the South’s chief Northern trading 
center—must eventually share. 

That loss is the wiping out, beyond recall or 
replacement, of several hundred million dollars of 
the true value of the 1814 cotton crop; a loss 
that need not take place if the one power capable 
of preventing it shall be invoked promptly. 

That power is the Nation. No less power oan 
do more than slightly to mitigate the vast de- 
struction of commodity values which menaces the 
cotton-growing states. 

Here are the facts: 

The South’s 1914 cotton crop is estimated at 
14,000,000 bales. 

It was worth 12 cents a pound, or $60 a bala, 
before the war began in Hurope; would have sold 
at that price had there been no war; will sell at 
that price, or higher, when the wars ending p< 
mits resumption of cotton spinning at normal pace 
in Europe. s\ 

With its seed, oll and meal b¥- ducts, 3 
would have been worth $1,0600,000,000 to 0- 
ducers—the farmers, ginners, oil mill operators 
and cotton seed meal dealers and feeders of the 
Seuthern States. 

War has cut the foreign demand for American 


cetton, promising to leave an unsold 1914 surplus_ 


of some millions of bales. Pnough surplus to run 
the current price, for cash sales in field and local 
trading centers, down to 6 cents a pound, or $30 2 
bale. Some small Missouri cotton growers are re- 
ported to be selling as low as 4 and 56 cents. 
Six-cent cotton means a loss of $6500,000,000 to 
producers alone. Allowing for a minority of 
planters able to hold for higher prices, and for the 
slight beneficial effect of hastily organized hold- 
ing movements, such as the “bty-a-bale-at-10- 


cents-a-pound” plan, eto, cotton producers stan?’ 


to lose from $260,000,000 to $400,000,000 on this 
vear’s crop. 

The only way this loss can he prevented is for 
the National Government to use the national 
eredit to previde a fond from which to earry the 
surplus at 10 cents a pound, or 850 a bale. if 
thig be done, national and state governments, and 
farmers’ unions must arrange at the same time to 
reduce next year’s crop by an amount equal to 
this year’s surplus. 

In this way, and in this way only, the price of 
the 1814 and 1915 crops can be Kept up equal to 
cost of production; the wiping out of hundreds of 
millions of commodity values can be prevented, 
the South can be saved from a blow that would 
. eripple thousands of farm owners, cause other 
scores cf thousands to lose their farms, and re- 
duce still other scores of thousands, tenants and 
renters, to utter destitution. 

If this huge loss {s allowed to take place it will 
not be borne solely by the catton producers. More 
than one-half of the billion-dollar crop was made 
with borrowed capital—either cash credits at 
country banks or food, clothing, seed and tool 
eredits at country stores. 

If growers are forced to sell at 6 cents, or at 7 
cents, or even 8 cents, they can’t repay bank and 
store debts incurred to make the crop. 

With all the world’s cotton markets closed, 
there is no uniform price for cotton. There is 
oniy «nat price at which the need of the grower 
and the greed of the buyer can meet. The 
grower's need and the buyer's greed have met at 
6 cents, at enough points in the cotton states, to 
indicate that ruinous figure as the prevailing one 
for growers who must sell or starve. 

This “free bargaining” is taking place in a re- 
gion whose national banks are stuffed with 
“emergency currency” authorised by the Wnited 
States to “enable the bankers to relieve the 
farmers.” It is common knewledge that most of 
the bankers are “relieving the farmers” by loan- 


fumds, by bond tesue or otherwise, te help 
the growers direct to finance the crop on a 10- 
cent basis, would instantly send the price to that 
level, and hold ft there. The Government need 
only announce its willingness to bay er lean, at 
the 10-cent rate, om the basis of a 5,006,000-bale 


cy currency—and the banks would promptly meet 
that rate, handling practically all of the bust- 
mess. I doubt if the Government would need to 
put out more than fifteen or twenty millions 
direct.

Hard-pressed small growers could then meet 
their immediate needs by selling at 10 cents to 
local buyers, or by borrowing on that basis from 
local banks, if they preferred to deal with home 
folks instead of with Uncle Sam; 

The threatened absolute destruction of a quar- 
ter-billion or more of laboriously created com- 
modity values would be averted; 

The South would be saved a year of economic 
anguish and several years of slow recovery; 

The South’s trade, to the extent of at least 
$260,000/000, would be saved to the merchants and 
manufacturers of St. Louis and other Northern

for that welfare only by the exercises of enumer- 
ated powers, and it cannot be meant that Con- 
gress should raise money for purposes which the 
enumeration did not place under their action. 
Sweeping pretensions have frequently been set 
up under the clause “public welfare.”’ 

Subsidies and bounties are repugnant to the 
scheme of this democracy. Among the purposes 
to which the Constitution permits Congress to ap- 
ply money, granting premiums or bounties is not 
enumerated. The Constitution has left these en- 
couragements to the separate states—though many 
of the state constitutions, in their turn, forbid 
them. That the central government should buy 
outright from private individuals, or directly loan 
tlie people’s funds upon otherwise unmerchantable 
commodities is a proposal going far beyond boun- 
ties and subsidies. With “equal reason the Gov- 
ernment might become a private partner in every 
distressed enterprise—and there are. and will be, 
several such. 

The offer of the Government to accept notes 
secured by warehouse receipts for cotton to the 
extent of 70 per cent as a basis for circulation, 
commercial paper to the extent of 80 per cent, 
and bonds to the amount of 25 per cent, shows 
the desire on the part of the Government to ex- 
tend every reasonable aid to the cotton states. 
Secretary McAdoo’s recent explanatory statement 
indicates that the Government’s offer has gone 
almost as far as it can under the Aldrich-Vree- 
land act in aid of the planters. 

Many St. Louis business men believe that the 
cotton situation will be relieved to some extent 
by the increased consumption in the United 
States, as well, as later, in Great Britain. Let- 
ters from the South indicate that the planters 
are facing the situation more calmly than they 
did several weeks ago. Wheat is now being freely 
exported, and a similar movement of cotton later 
in the season is anticipated by bankers. 

Loss, hardships, are inevitable. The South will 
suffer. So shall we, no less directly. But let us 
stop short of needless disaster. Let us not 
voluntarily invite the perils of putting the United 
States into private enterprise.

Donald Thompson, Kansas photographer, has 
reappeared again on the war map. 

The old picturesque figures of the firing line 
were soldiers of fortune of certain types and the 
war correspondents, both of whom have been 
pretty effectually suppressed. Thompson is a sort 
of combination of the two and unsuppressible. 
He is no mere “movies” man. He is a personage 
of vision. , 

The last time we saw him he was leading the 
strenuous life and down on his luck—“itting from 
French army to British army to Belgian army to 
German army, arrested nine times as a spy in 
nine days, shipped out of the fighting zone on 
returning troop trains under threat of death if 
he re-entered, but jumping off at way stations and 
doubling back, damned everywhere as the special 
and particular pest of the world war, always 
starving but always smiling. Violently expelled 
from Brussels, even he had to recognize that the 
German promise to shoot him unless he stayed 
expelled meant business and he walked 40 miles 
to Ostend. 

Now we see him, still the same old Thompson, 
but come into his own. Germany's imperial war 
machine is stopped to accommodate Thompson 
of Kansas. Everybody below the rank of a corps 
commander is excluded when Generals meekly 
group themselves on his order, raise their chins 
and look pleasant, while Thompson, newly clothed 
and newly outfitted with miles of film, works his 
camera shutter. Ten days ago they were sen- 
tencing him to be shot; now he is shooting—snap- 
shooting them. 

A frightful need exists for the reinforcing Ger- 
man army that is hastening by forced marches 
into France to avert disaster. But Thompson 
raises his hand and battalions, squadrons, regi- 
ments, brigades, even divisions halt, mark time, 
wheel, debouch and cut circles and figure eights 
around one another in Southern Belgium while 
Thompson of Kansas takes their pictures.

The man who every time he felt he ought 
tu be $100 richer just marked up by that amount 
the price of the modest vacant lot he had bought 
in the suburbs was’ simple and elementary com- 
pared with the frenzied financiers of the wrecked 
Bankers’ Trust Co. 

It is not usual for tottering concerns to 
keep books that are any too accurate, and 
the Bankers’ Trust Co. is no exception. Entries 
fu what was called its “earnings accounts” were, 
however, made with rare fidelity. It must not 
be supposed that the actual profits of the com- 
pany were the only items credited to this im- 
portant account. That would not have been high 
finance, only plain, unsophisticated finance. 

By paying large sums in unearned dividends, 
they gave a fictitious transfer value to the stock 
of the company. Then they credited this excess 
over par to the earnings account. However, as 
these entries did not represent actual money, 
and book credits written in a neat, clerical hand 
are not recognized even by Bankers’ Trust Oo. 
financiers as legal tender, cash available for the 
payment of dividends to the full total of entries 
in the account was obtained by borrowing money. 

In eight years fictitious credits entered in the 
earnings account as representing stock values 
over par totalled $296,819. But the technical 
book value of the stock in this time, instead of 
increasing, declined by $188,654. 

However, this was not operating the dividend 
machine fast enough. The company had en in- 
terest in a Texas railroad of problematic value 
in course of construction.

The officers of the company held large blocks 
of its stock, which they got on ground floor 
terms. By paying 20 per cent dividends for seven 
or eight years they got back all the money they 
put in and comfortabl# interest besides.

Mrs. Elizabeth Voute Tells How 
Three Men Took Money and 
Watch From Ernest Groh. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Voute of 6104 Washing-’ 


ton avenue, a stenographer in the legal 
department of the Bell Telephone Co., 
this morning told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter how automobile robbers last night 
at Wydown avenue and Skinker road 
held up the car tn which she was riding 
with Ernst Groh of 4767 Westminster 
place, vice-president of the Novelty 
Shop.

Groh drove to the Page boulevard po- 
lice station, where it was found that the 
machine the robbers used had been 
stolen earlier in the evening from Ray- 
mond G. Scott, 5105 Delmar bl. It was 
driven away from in front of the resi- 
dence.

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GERMANY SEEKS 
BiG WAR LOAN 
WALL SI. HEARS 


Agents Said to Be Trying to 
Evade Neutrality Notations; 
Successful Floatation Not 
Expected by Brokers.

NEW YORK, Sept. 14.—The a aie 
Post, in its copyrighted financial dai 
review today, says: 

“The two most interesting develop- 
ag ty of the day were the engagement 

f $5,000,000 gold for shipment to Ottawa 
ie connecting with the New York City 
loan operation and the more or less cir- 
cumstantial story that Germany was 
trying to borrow a large sum here in 
such a way as not to violate the letter 
of the neutrality agreement. There. is 
little chance that the German loan op- 
eration will succeed. Even in the sub- 
criptions should be forthcoming, it is 

ifficult to see how the remittances 
could be made in a way that would do 
the borrower much good. 

“The loan could not be sent in gold, as 
there would be little chance of the ship- 
ment ever reaching its destination, with 
all the warships of the world on the out- 
look for such a valuable prize. . It cer- 
tainly would be of no value transmitted 
to London, for the credits would not be 
available ag the borrowers there not at 
Paris. 

‘The suggestion was not, however, sur- 
prising under the circumstances, since 
there are many Wealthy Germans, many 
of whom might be tempted to join such 
a movement. But the conditions are 
such that a private loan of that charac- 
ter would be very hard to make without 
the facts becoming known. More than 
that, such a loan would be in every 
sense a long-term obligation which 
would be rather difficult to handle in a 
situation so complicated as that which 
exists today. 

The application was interesting, 
however, and may be - heard from 
later on if the borrowers see any way 
of reopening the negotiations. As it 
is, the banking interests here lave 
about all the finaling that they can 

handle without making loans to the 
belligerents. The present application, 
however. did not come through bank- 
ing sources at all, but was in the 
rature of a private application to 
various German interests of large 
resources. 

The gold shipments to Ottawa was 
natural enough under the circum- 
stances. The syndicate was called 
upo nto furnish about $8,000,000, and 
it is likely that all this will be re- 
mitted in gold. 

“This movement will have a good ef- 
fect upon the foreign exchange market, 
which today was distinctly easier, sight 
drafts on London being 1 cent down at 
4.9844; cable remittances also *%c lower, 
4.99. The foreign exchange market was 
helped also by an increased supply of 
grain bills, which were offered ip good 
volume. It was apparent, too, that the 
arrangements made by various banking 
interests of Europe to establish large 
credit balances here was having a good 
effect in enabling the banks to offer ex- 
change on eee, with which it has 
been very difficult to maintain inter- 
course with commercially.
